IN RUSSIA, REPORT

MOSCOW, 
Oct. 7.— Quack doc­ 
tors of Russia hare employed some 
queer remedies in the past, 
but 
the method of therapeutics applied 
by Nadejda Panova 
and 
Tatiana 
Ermilova, two old women just ar­ 
rested here, wins the derby. 
The old women were arrested 
after one of their patients, Ivan 
Sesimski, succumbed in a hospital 
as a result of their beating him on 
the back with an axe. 
Ivan suf­ 
fered from lumbago, or something 
similar. 
At any rate, it was a pain 
in his back 
The two old crones, 
who had achieved a great reputa­ 
tion in the vicinity of Staleshnikoff 
street baths, were recommended to 
him, and he submitted implicitly to 
their treatment. 
Every night for a week he went 
to their house. 
There they laid 
him across two chairs, face down­ 
ward, 
and 
lustily hammered him 
with the blunt end of 
a 
hatchet. 
The last night he complained that 
he was only growing worse, so they 
used an axe. 
He went to a hospi­ 
tal the following day and died.

side the figures proudly brought 
forward by the county of Chere­ 
povets, not far from 
Leningrad.

Pensylvania is in the group of the 
seven next states as far as liberal­ 
ity in this respect is concerned. 
Pennsylvania is among the sev­ 
en states which allow $10-$ 4 9 a 
month for a family 
with

children. In regard to this Miss Em­ 
ma O. Lundberg of the Childrens 
Bureau says: 
"The tendency in the most recent 
laus in to place no specific limit 
in the law itself, but to vest in a 
nublic child-welfare agency the re­

of aid needed and for supervising 


expenditures. Fuch 
agencies usu­ 
ally adopt 
a scientifically worked 
out budget for the family which 
applies for aid and attempt to pay 
whatever the budget calls for."

law is administered bv 
.special county boards of trustees of 
the mothers’ assistance fund under 
ihe supervision of the State De­ 
partment of Welfare which requires 
the proper reports from the county 
boards. The state supervisor on the 
staff of the department promulgates 
rules of proceedure and visits each 
county board at least twice a year. 
4. The state divides equally with 
the town or municipality the ex­ 
penditures for aid. 
Pennsylvania annually provides 
aid for the home care of 100 to 200 
children per 100.000 of total popu­ 
lation. The 
Children’s 
Bureau, 
however estimates that about 500 
children per 100,000 
population 
need aid. 
The experience of the states has 
proved that it costs only a little 
more than half as much for the 
state to provide aid in the care 
of the ehild at home as it costs to 
care for the child in an institution.
